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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: on Line 2, "the plug" 
it should read - a plug-, and on Line 10, "the end face" it should read -an end face- 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the claim. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 10-12 and 17-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Laudig et al. (U.S. Patent No. 4.772.222). With regard to Claim 10, 
Laudig et al. discloses an HF right-angle connector (1) comprising a plug receiver (7), 
on which a key (14) for the plug (16) to be received is disposed, and a socket housing 
(22), in which connecting means for a coaxial cable (2) are accommodated, wherein the 
plug receiver (7) is mountable in various positions onto the socket housing (22) and 
wherein a latching device (51) for securing the plug (16) to be received is disposed on 
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the plug receiver (7), the plug receiver (7) being mountable in three different positions 
on the socket housing (22), so that the latching device (51 ) is disposed either to the left 
of the socket housing (22) or to the right or at the end face of the socket housing (22). 
See Figs. 1-5. 

With regard to Claim 1 1 , Laudig et al. discloses the latching device (51 ) 
constituting the key (14) for the plug (16) to be received. See Figs. 1-5. 

With regard to Claim 12, Laudig et al. discloses keying grooves/ribs (29) being 
provided in the plug receiver (7) which cooperate with corresponding keying 
ribs/grooves (32) on the plug (16) to be received. See Figs. 1-5. 

With regard to Claim 17, Laudig et al. discloses the latching device (51) on the 
plug receiver (7) comprising of a latching hook (54). See Figs. 1-5. 

With regard to Claim 18, Laudig et al. discloses an insulation displacement 
connection (Fig. 4.) for connecting to an external conductor (5) and a crimp connection 
(Fig. 4.) for connecting to an internal conductor (3). See Figs. 1-5. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 3-16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The references fail to teach, disclose, or suggest, either alone or in combination, 
a middle part is disposed on the connecting side of the plug receiver to the socket 
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housing, which Is smaller than the area of the plug receiver, and a plate is disposed on 
the middle part, which projects laterally on all sides beyond the middle part, and 
opposing U-shaped receivers are formed on the socket housing, into which the plate is 
insertable and in combination with the rest of the limitations of the base claim. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Nishikawa et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,078,621), Huang (U.S. Patent 
No. 6,517,387), Nagashima (U.S. Patent No. 5,180,315), Maruyama et al. (U.S. Patent 
No. 6,074.217), and Resnick et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,322,453) discloses right angled 
connectors having coaxial cables, plug receivers and latching devices being mountable 
in different positions.
